* the present time the success of the party in the 
eichstag is viewed with contempt by the turbulent 
Parliamentary school, whose motto is: “ No agreement 
whatsoever with State and Society.” When the Socialists 
have healed up their differences the world will then be 
within measurable distance of the first attempted experi- 
ment in modern times of State Socialism. The Emperor 
William, if he is then alive, will probably, as an exile, 
take up his residence in our sea-girt isle. 

Let those who doubt this contemplate the following 
figures: In the elect.ons for the firet German Parlia- 
ment. in 1871, 100,000 Socialist votes were recorded. 
By 1890, the number had risen to 1.427,298. Three 
years later the votes swelled to 1,788,303, out of a total 
number of 7,873,073 ¢ 


Norway and Sweden. 


The outlook in Norway and Sweden is even more 

gloomy. When the German nation has unanimously 
decided to adupt State Socialism, it is quite possible 
that the removal of the present dynasty may be avcom- 
plished without bloodshed, but in Norway. and Sweden 
events seem marehing towards civil war. 
_ Although Norway is for all purposes practically 
independent, she is persuaded that Sweden is aiming at 
the destruction of her independence. What makes the 
gulf which yawns between them the more extraordinary 
is that not only are the Swedes and Norwegians virtually 
the same race, their religion identical, their language 
and customs practically the same, but they also inhabit 
the same peninsula. 

In addition there is no excess of population, no suc- 
cession of bad harvests ; trade and credit are good, and 
both countries have ample cause te be proud of a 
monarchy which, for 1,000 years, has been replete with 
historival associations of the utmost interest, to say 
nothing of having contributed to raise the two coun- 
tries to the high degree of prosperity they have 
attained. 

Previous ty 1814 Norway longed to Denmark. She 
was ceded to Sweden in that year by the treaty of Kiel, 
and the Norvegian diet (Storthing) ratified the troaty 
by «leetiug the Swedish King (Charles XIII.) King also 
of Norway. 

This election has progided the democrats of Norway 
with a good party eu ever since. They admit that the 
King of Sweden is King of Norway, but they deny that 
Osear II. is King of Norway by virtue of being King of 
Sweden. 

During our own Homie Rule agitation Mr. Gladstone, 
in aspecch at Derby, declared that Home Rule was 
eausing Norway and Sweden to grow up into one com- 
plete united kingdom. 

Hue Rule was granted to Norway in 1814. Yet 
although the countries are always spoken of as Norway 
and Sweden, the burning question which agitates the 
ininds of the Norwegian is separation. : 

In recent years the discontent under the leadership uf 
men like Steen and Bjérnson, the poet, has increased to 
such an extent that the Jot of the poor King is searcely 
to be envied. 

As Sweden bousts of an ancient and powerful 
aristocracy whose support is necessary to the throne, 
His Majesty in Sweden has to be conservative and 
aristocratic. In Norway, which in 1818 abolished the 
list remnants of its aristocracy, be is expected to 
demonstrative and radical. The unfortunate Monarch 
does everything in his power to lessen the friction 
between the two countries. He sees that no Swedes ure 
appointei to official posts in Norway, and no Norwegians 
to offices in Sweden; but it is not in his power to yrant 
Norway either her own consuls abroad, a Blinister 
Foreign Affairs, or Home Minister, who shall act 
without reference to the Swedish Foreign Office. 

Sinee the Storthing eut off the King’s civil list, 
inatters (little as we hear about them here) approached a 
crisis Which is full of the most dangerous possibilities. 
One of the greatest is, the King’s power of veto. 
Were he tu exereise it unvisely civil war would inevit- 
ably follow. As neither nation can be described as 
naturally quarrelsome. the bewildered reader will pro- 
hably wonder in what resides the cause of all this 
acrimony. The writer. who has given the subject con- 
siderable attention, believes that the fault rests with the 
Yonstitution. oes : 
othe framers of the American Constitution displayed 
in their labours profound knowledge of human 
nature, Knowing that man was naturally a discon- 
tented ematire, fond of chango and excitement, they 60 
planned the Constitution that in the event of the Pre- 
sident and the Senate being confronted by 1 dangerous 
popular impulse, they have ample powcr to cope with it.

Smoking in the Army.

officers of junior rank in their regiments.” 

Nowadays nobody begrudges the soldier hie pipe, }ut 
I am sorry to see the practice of cigarette smoking 
becoming so common iunongst soldiers.

Shaving Water, Sir! 


Air by 


Natcer supplies the inhabitants of Boise City. 
Idaho, with hot water. The hot water comes to the 
surface of the plain at the lace of the mountain two 
miles above the city. Seven years ago capitalists sank 
three six-inch tubes four hundred und fifty-five feet, 
obtaining a stendy Sow under a strong subterranean 
pressure of about one million eight hundred thousand 
gallons daily. 

The wells ave connected with maine, by which the hot 
water is led to the city, and to which service pipes are 
connected, leading the water into the buildings. where it 
is made t> pass through the coils. similar to steam 
heaters. ‘The natural pressure in the city is forty 
pounds per square inch, and the heat is regulated by 
water-cocks. the increase of flow increasing the heat. 

Rates ure charged on the hasis of the size of waste, 
and are but little higher than those for coal. All large 
buildings and many dwellings use it exclusively for 
heating. The water leaves the wells at one hundred 
and ‘seventy degrees, and loses only five degrees 
travelling two miles, is the mains are substantially non- 
conductors of heat. 

The waters are highly mineralised. but are unfit for 
table purposes, though excellent for bathing.

A Net for Catching People. 


Ir is singular, considering the numbers of lives which 
are annually lost. or saved by a hair's breadth, by people 
at fires jumping through windows into blankets or 
sheets which are held beneath Ly willing hands as 
improvised substitutes for the nets used by gyninasts 
and acrobats in order to obviate danger in the event of 
their falling, that the world should have waited until 
now for the introduction of improved appliances of this 
character. Yet euch is the ease. 

The apparatus in question comes from the other side 
of the Atlantic, where so many improvements in the 
method of dealing with fires have had their initiation. 
It consists of an ordinary track, over the top of which is 
stretched a large net thirty feet long and from six to 
nine feet wide, while beneath this is another net avail- 
able to reinforce it in the event of anyone breaking 
through the meshes of the first. . 

This track or carriage, which carries the “ life net,” as 
it is called, differs in no essential from an ordinary 
truck except that it is constructed almost entirely of 
steel so as to furnish the essential of great strength 
coupled with lightness. Furthermore, it can be utilised 
as an ambulance when necessary, for the net will serve 
as a sort of impromptu bedding on which to place people 
who Inve Leen injured. 

Beneath the platform of the truck there is room for 
half-a-dozen long ladders and other necessaries for vse 
in fighting the fire. 

When the truck has been driven to the scene of the 
conflagration it is run on the pavement under the wall 
of the Surning building, and By turning the shaft four 
steel posts, one of which is at each corner of the truck, 
rise to an upright position; while, at the same time, 
arms which are hinged to the top of the post extend 
upwards and outwards at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
and it is these arms which carry the net. : 

This arrangement gives a wide spread to the net, aud

Everyone knows that it i the 
very worst form to overlook a letter that is Velie 
written. and the fact that it Las been folded in an 
envelope und has Leen through the post. docs not 
ake itany more public property. The receiver of g 
letter who showa it to anyone else, unless he is con. 
vinced that he bas the unspoken permission of the 
sender. is commilting a social offence, which makes 
him the most contemptible thing alive. I do not 
enter here into the consideration of the interchange 
of letters between husband and wife, as this opens uy 
quite a new series of considerations, amd chief ache 
them that in everything a husband and wife should 
be one. 

Here is anothcr interesting point. B.B. says that three 
weeks ago he was intrnsted by some friends with a 
letter to post. He put it in his pocket, and never 
remem)cred it again until the other day, «I posted 
it.” he writes, “and was too ashamed to say a word 
about it. Since then, however, I have felt great regret 
that 1 did not return it with an explanation and 
apolo,y, since the object of its being sent to the post 
might by that time have ceased to exist.” 
Undoubtedly the proper course would have been to 
send the letter back, in another envelope, to the writer. 
After a delay of three weeks a further delay of one 
day would probably be less momentous in its conse: 
quences than the delivery of tle letter might be after 
so long an interval. On account of the post-marks 
on the envelope, the blame of the delay woud 
natwwally rest on the sender, and endless complica- 
tions might ensue. Most le, however, would 
poorly have done whit 3. did under those 
muniliating circumstances. There is a case in my 
knowledge of a man who forgot a letter for thirty-two 
years, and then dropped it in a letter-box unconcernedly, 
He had been given a letter to post, but in a forgetful 
moment put it away with some other papers. Looking 
through these, thirty-two years inter, tid ound it, to his 
consternation, and determined to pot it if the man to 
whoni it was addressed were still ulive. He wrote to 
the town the name of which was inscribed on the 
entvelaye to inquire if the addressee was alive, Oddly 
enough he was in the office at the very mowent that 
the letter of enquiry arrived. At his request the 
letter was forwarded, und thus avrived a third of a 
century after it was first sent to the post.
